Matches  have  been  scheduled  with  David  Lipscomb,  East  Tennessee  Teachers,  T.  P.  I.,  and 
BowUng  Green  Teachers.  Coach  Thompson  is  very  optimistic  as  to  the  prospects  for  an 
outstanding  team  this  year. 
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Cumberland's  record  in  football  for  this  year  was  exceptionally  good.  About 
fortv  candidates  reported  early  in  September,  with  fourteen  letter  men  returning. 
After  winning  over  Hiawassee  in  the  opening  game,  the  Bulldogs  lost  hard-fought 
games  to  Murfreesboro  Teachers  and  Vanderbilt.  Considerable  praise  is  due  the 
team  for  the  excellent  showing  against  the  strong  Vanderbilt  team  who  were  not 
able  to  untie  the  seven  to  seven  game  until  the  third  quarter.  Only  one  other  of 
the  Bulldog's  ten  games  was  lost,  Alabama  Teachers  topping  them  by  one  touch- 
down in  the  last  game  of  the  season. 

Lindsev  Donnell  was  voted  the  most  valuable  man  on  the  team  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year,  and  was  chosen  all-conference  quarterback  for  the  last  three 
years.  Donnell  has  been  rated  by  sports  writers  all  over  the  country  as  one  of  the 
best  ball-carrying  backs  to  come  out  of  the  South  in  recent  years,  and  he  is  expected 
to  carry  on  his  spectacular  feats  on  the  gridiron  to  even  greater  heights  at  West 
Point.  His  record  as  ground  gainer  has  not  been  topped  by  any  gridironer,  having 
gained  over  1,600  yards  this  season  and  averaged  165.9  yards  per  game  for  ten 
games. 

Four  Cumberland  men  were  named  on  the  All-Smoky  Mountain  Conference  team: 
Donnell,  Gialanella,  Vaughan,  and  West.  Mayberry,  Lindsey,  Gordon,  Loomis, 
Reddick,  Hamil,  and  High  all  received  honorable  mention. 

The  loss  of  seven  seniors  is  expected  to  cripj^le  the  Bulldogs'  prospects  for  the 
coming  year,  but  Coach  Mcllwain  has  expressed  his  optimism  over  the  outlook 
since  spring  practice.  The  determined  way  in  which  newcomers  and  the  reserves 
from  last  year's  team  have  gone  about  their  work  has  already  made  evident  the 
fact  that  returning  letter  men  will  not  be  able  to  retain  their  old  positions  un- 
challenged. 


Cumberland's  basketball  season  was  not  so  successful  as  it  has  been  during  previous 
years.  Only  twelve  men  reported  for  practice  at  the  opening  of  the  season,  and  but 
two  letter  men  returned  for  service.  The  team's  most  spectacular  work  was  done 
in  their  defeat  of  David  Lipscomb  and  their  close  game  with  the  professional 
House  of  David.  Edd  Smith,  a  freshman,  was  the  high  scorer  for  the  year.  Only 
one  letter  man  was  lost  by  graduation,  and  prospects  for  next  year  are  much  more 
promising  than  they  have  been  for  several  years. 


Varsity  baseball  practice  began  on  March  16.  A  stiff,  twenty-five  game  schedule 
has  been  arranged,  including  David  Lipscomb,  Murfreesboro  Teachers,  Union, 
Bethel,  West  Tennessee  Teachers,  Du  Pont,  and  Vanderbilt.  The  material  seems 
very  promising,  and  under  the  able  instruction  of  Coach  Mcllwain,  the  success 
of  last  year's  team  is  expected  to  be  repeated.
